“misguided acts of pseudo-pa- 
triotism.” 

If a nonviolent dissenter such 
as Dr. Benjamin. Spock can be 
sentenced to two years in prison 
for allegedly counseling young 
men to resist the draft, - said 
Wright, the prison, sentences 
were justified for the violent be- 
havior of the Minutemen. ,
